Money pours in 
for local charity 
after runner dies 
in marathon 


CLAIRE

A CHARITY said it had 
been "overwhelmed" by 
support in memory of a 
tragic London Marathon 
competitor, who was 
running to raise money 
for the Banbury 
Samaritans. 

Claire Squires was 
running Sunday's event for 
Banbury and District 
Samaritans when she 
collapsed on the final stretch 
of the course. 

The Leicestershire 
hairdresser, 30, had until 
then raised £400 for the 
branch, where her mother, 
Priscilla, is a volunteer. 

But this had soared to 
£336,000 as the Banbury 
Cake went to press. 

Her family, who live in 
Leicestershire, will now 
decide where the cash is 
spent. 

Samaritans chief executive 
Catherine Johnstone said: 
"We desperately wish that it 
was not under these 
circumstances, but we have 
been overwhelmed by the 
response from people 
donating in Claire's memory. 

"These donations will be 
put into a tribute fund and, 
following discussions with 
the family, will go towards 
projects they feel would 
have been important to 
Claire." 

She said her Claire's 
mother had been a 
volunteer for the Samaritans 
for more than 24 years, 
adding: "This is an 
incredibly sad time for 
Claire's family and all those 
who knew her." 

Ms Squires last year 
climbed Mount Kilimanjaro 



for the RAF Association to 
raise £1,500. 

Prior to the marathon, a 
post on the charity's website 
said: "It is Claire's second 
run in the marathon and last 
year climbed Kilimanjaro! 
What a girl!" 

A post on her Just Giving 
page - where donations have 
flooded in - said: "Hi guys, 


As you all know, I am 
running the London 
Marathon. It was just going 
to be for fun, but it's a fab 
opportunity to raise money 
for my charity, the 
Samaritans. 

"If everyone I know could 
donate £5 that would be a 
great help and change lives." 

Newspapers reported she 


had also been motivated to 
support the charity by the 
death of her brother, Grant, 
in 2001. 

She collapsed in Birdcage 
Walk, near St James's Park, 
on the final stretch of the 
26.2-mile course. Tests to 
establish why she collapsed 
are due to take place this 
week.

Three-year campaign results in £100,000 unit 


Patient's delight as 


dialysis unit opens

FOR 15 years Banbury 
resident Steven Berry has 
woken at 4.30am, three 
times a week to travel to 
Oxford for renal dialysis. 

The 60-mile round trip to 


the city's Churchill Hospital 
meant he was out the door at 
5.45am and did not get back 
home until about 2.30pm. 

But on Monday his journey 
was little over five minutes - 
as he became the first patient 
to use The Horton General 
Hospital's newly installed

renal dialysis equipment, 
and wife, Miranda, have 
campaigned for three years for 
the £100,000 unit to save 
north Oxfordshire residents 
the regular, tiring journeys to 
Oxford. 

The Kenilworth Way father- 
of-three left home at 6.45am 
for four hours of treatment - 
from 7am to 11 pm - and was 
back by 11.30am. 

The 54-year-old - who was 
later joined by four other local 
patients - said: "It is better 
than winning the Lottery." 

He said: "I am not so tired. I 
feel a lot better. 

"I will be able to do things I 
couldn't do before. I can get 
on with tending my garden or 
take the dog for a walk." 

And he said of his wife of 
36 years, whose efforts 
included collecting a 500- 
signature petition: "I am really 
proud of her." 

Mr Berry suffers from 
nephrotic syndrome, a kidney 
disease where blood protein 
leaks into the urine. Dialysis 
filters this out. 

Mrs Berry, 52, said: "It was 
absolutely brilliant. Being 
treated in the new unit has 
made such a difference." 

Previously, Mr Berry was 
picked up by a volunteer 
driver to take him to Oxford 
for a session from 8am to 
midday. 

But she said: "He had to 
wait around for transport with 
all the other patients. 

"It could have been 
anything up to an hour, which 
was causing a lot of stress." 


Mrs Berry added: "Before, 
he was so tired and washed 
out with waiting and the 
dialysis. 

"You can see the difference 
in him straight away. He is 
much happier." 

The new machines in 
Banbury, staffed by two new 
nurses, have gone in the 
hospital's former medical 
assessment unit, which has 
moved on to the Mulberry 
Ward. 

It will initially take ten 
patients on Mondays, 
Wednesdays and Fridays, but 
this will increase to 21 people 
six weeks from now, when it 
will become a Monday-to- 
Saturday service. 

Most patients go three days 
a week and all previously had 
to visit the Churchill. 

Oxford University Hospitals 
NHS Trust bosses said the 
Banbury unit could expand to 
meet an expected growth in 
demand. 

Matron for dialysis, Allie 
Thornley, said: "I know how 
much of a difference it makes 
to the patients to be able to 
get to and from treatment 
quickly. 

"We had patients who were 
able to walk to their treatment 
rather than spend time 
travelling to and from the 
Churchill." 

Patients will come from an 
area from Chipping Norton to 
Brackley. Bicester patients will 
still go to Oxford. 

The trust split the costs with 
its Charitable Funds, which 
raises cash for services.

Top police post up for grabs 



PEOPLE thinking of standing 
as an elected police crime 
commissioner in 
Oxfordshire seem to be 
"keeping their powder dry". 

No one has yet put 
themselves forward for the 
£85,000-a-year post in the 
Thames Valley, which will 
be decided at an election in 
November. 

The commissioners will 
have the power to sack 
chief constables, set out a 
five-year police and crime 
plan, determine local 
policing priorities and set a 
local precept and the 
annual force budget in 
consultation with chief 
constables. 

They will replace the 
local police authorities after 
elections on November 15. 

The idea, brought in by 
the Conservatives, aims to 
make the functions and 


budgets currently held by 
police authorities more 
accountable. 

But it seems that the 
controversial 
commissioner's post has 
provoked a mixed reaction 
from people in the county. 

One Oxfordshire MP, 
Labour's Andrew Smith, said 
that the commissioners 
were not needed and 
labelled them "a colossal 
waste of money". 

Nicola Blackwood, a 
Conservative Oxfordshire 
MP, said: "The new post will 
play a vital role in our 
communities and I 
encourage those with a 
passion for making their 
neighbourhoods safer to 
consider joining the race as 
candidates in the lead up to 
the election in November".

A PUBLIC ballot is being held 
for anyone hoping to go to the 
Queen's garden party in June. 

More than 1,000 tickets are 
available to the public, making 
up a quarter of those up for 
grabs with the others going to 
civic and community leaders as 
well as representatives of 
voluntary organisations. 

The event, near Henley-on- 
Thames, is being jointly 
organised by the Lord 
Lieutenants of Oxfordshire, 
Berkshire and Buckinghamshire 
as part of the Queen's UK-wide 
Diamond Jubilee tour.

Spectator 


comes to 


the rescue

A CINDERELLA moment 
couldn't stand in the 
way of determined 
Dawn Williams, who was 
aiming for a time of 
three hours 40 minutes 
as she took on the 
London Marathon. 

Just minutes into the race 
the Banbury crematorium 
gardener lost a shoe, as 
another runner stepped on 
the back of her trainer when 
two streams of competitors 
merged at the three-quarter- 
of-a-mile mark. 

With thousands of 
runners behind her, she was 
unable to pick it up and was 
forced to hobble to the 
sidelines to seek help from a 
steward. He explained the 


first opportunity she would 
have to look for it would be 
45 minutes later, when the 
wave of competitors had 
passed by. 

Hearing her predicament, 
a spectator, who lived 
nearby, kindly volunteered 
to run home and get her a 
pair of trainers - but then 
returned with a pair of 
fashion pumps that wouldn't 
have been suitable for the 
26 miles that lay ahead. 

At this point another 
woman offered Dawn her 
own trainers, but the 
competitive 46-year-old 
decided only to take one 
because her time chip was 
still attached to one the shoe 
she was wearing. 

"She was just a spectator 
and she took the shoes off 
her feet," Dawn explained. 

After a delay of more than 
15 minutes and wearing odd 


shoes, she set off again, 
eventually completing the 
marathon in three hours 45 
minutes - just five minutes 
slower than her target time - 
to bag a place in next year's 
race. 

"I don't know who she 
was and I have no way of 
giving the trainer back to 
her," Dawn said. 

"I've raised £600 for the 
Banbury Sea Cadets and I 
was panicking, thinking 'I 
can't pull out - I haven't 
even run a mile.' 

"It felt horrible running in 
different shoes but I've got 
no blisters. 

"They were about £90 
Nike trainers. I was so 
grateful to the spectator 
because she went above 
and beyond to help me. 

"I would love to know 
who she is so I can give her 
the trainer back."

■ Series of dawn raids focus on waging war on local criminals 

Police squad that rids 
district of danger drugs

THOUSANDS of pounds of worth 
of drugs have been taken off the 
streets of Cherwell in a series of 
police raids. 

A five-strong team of officers, led by 
Sergeant Matt Powell, have been waging 
war on criminals in and around Banbury 
since January. 

Called Operation Dragnet , the team 
has arrested more than 40 people in 
connection with drugs, burglary and 
assault, and carried out a dozen raids. 

In total 11 cannabis factories, 
including eight in Banbury, have been 
destroyed and about 600 cannabis plants 
seized and destroyed in the past three 
months. 

About 300 of those were mature 
plants, the others were seedlings. 

Four people have been charged with 
possession with intent to supply and 
attempted production of controlled drug 
class B. One person is still on bail and 
four others were cautioned. 

Drugs, including magic mushrooms, 


cocaine, heroin, cannabis, amphetamine 
tablets, with a street value of about 
£10,000 have been seized along with 
about £4,000 in cash. 

Sgt Powell issued a stark warning to 
anyone connected with crime that his 
team were on their trail, and urged the 
public to contact police about any 



suspicious behaviour. He said: "The 
Dragnet team has the flexibility to either 
go on the hunt for criminality, disrupting 
and detecting it proactively, or to 
respond to any emerging issues and 
intelligence as it is reported by the 
public. 

"We want to encourage the

communities of Cherwell to call in with 
any information about criminality in 
their neighbourhood, no matter how 
insignificant they think it is. 

"Anyone involved in criminality, or 
even just on the fringes of it, needs to 
know that, with the public's help, they 
will appear on our radar. 

"We will then make it our business to 
disrupt their criminal activity and ensure 
that they feel the full weight of the law." 

The team also has a top-ten list of 
known criminals who get a visit from 
officers at any time of the day or night to 
check what they are up to. 

Supt Andy Boyd said: "The results that 
this team has achieved since they began 
operating speak for themselves. 

"The law-abiding people of Banbury 
can rest assured that the Dragnet team 
have put us firmly on the front foot, 
confronting those who choose to live a 
life of criminality. 

"The message is simple, if you live in 
Banbury and choose to commit crime, 
you can expect to face disruption to your 
daily routine and regular trips to the 
police station."

A 22-year-old man was arrested after checks 
on staff at Voujon, in South Bar Street, on 
Wednesday of last week. 

The UK Border Agency said he had used a 
false passport and was in breach of student visa 
conditions. 

A 31- and 26-year-old were then arrested at 


Jaypur Balti Cuisine, in Parsons Street, for 
overstaying their visas. 

At the same address, a 29-year-old man was 
also held for entering the UK illegally. 

All four were detained pending their removal 
from the UK. 

Another 31-year-old Bangladeshi man was 


questioned at the Jaypur restaurant for working 
without permission and was granted 
immigration bail. 

The restaurants involved could face a fine of 
up to £10,000 for each worker, unless they can 
prove that all the correct checks were carried 
out.

The Sibford Ferris resident 
said: "I think it is really 
important, especially in 
Oxfordshire, with its cycling 
culture. 

"It is not just an issue for 
London. It is really key in 
places like Oxford and 
Cambridge." 

Ross Smith, director at 
How's My Driving? said he 
was delighted to help after 
being contacted by the former 
University of East Anglia 
student. 

He said: "When you are on 
a bike you don't have a lot of 


time to read a notice, so we 
are hoping people will come 
up with an eye-catching 
design or slogan." 

The social enterprise is 
paying for the competition 
and has four national haulage 
firms signed up to take the 
winning design. 

He said: "Cyclists are the 
only category of road user 
where deaths have increased 
in the last two years. We want 
to do something about that." 

Banbury MPTony Baldry 
launched the InTANDEM 
competition with the help of 
its mascot, Gus, the Gorilla. 

The MP said: "Road safety 
is an important issue, not just 
in urban areas, but also in 
rural areas such as those 
surrounding Banbury.

Judicial review bid to 
block HS2 railway line 


Martin

CAMPAIGNERS will hear within 
three months if a legal bid to stop 
the controversial £33bn HS2 rail link 
has been approved. 

Group 51M, made up of councils up 
and down the line, is seeking permission 
to launch a judicial review over a 
Government decision to give the green 
light to the proposals in January. 

The 225mph trains would run between 
London and Birmingham, skirting villages 
in north Oxfordshire including Finmere 
and Mixbury. 

But 51M says the Government failed to 


consult people, the decision was based on 
inadequate environmental information and 
raised concerns over the impact on 
London's Euston station. 

The appeal was launched earlier this 
month and a decision whether the group 
can press forward with a judicial review is 
expected by the end of June. 

Martin Tett, 51M chairman and leader 
of Buckinghamshire County Council, said: 
"They effectively excluded over half those 
affected by the proposal from participating 
in the consultation. 

"Worse still it is clear that there is a 
much cheaper and more efficient 
alternative. 

"We have clear legal advice that there is 


a substantial case to be made against the 
Government for the cavalier way they took 
this decision." 

Cherwell District Council, a member of 
51M, has so far contributed £50,000 to 
the fight against HS2. 

A Department for Transport spokesman 
said Network Rail predicted the West 
Coast main line would be full by the mid- 
2020s and building a new line was the 
best option. 

He said: "We believe we have struck 
the right balance between the reasonable 
concerns of people living near the line, 
who will be offered compensation, the 
environment, and the need to keep Britain 
moving."

Labour anger at NHS shake-up redundancy pay-out costs 


REDUNDANCY costs totalling 
£170,000 have been paid out in 
Oxfordshire as part of a controversial 
shake-up of the NHS, according to 
the Labour party. 

Government figures obtained by 
the party show the cash was paid as 
part of changes to give GPs, instead 
of primary care trust managers, 
control over budgets. 

Labour said "many" of the former 


PCT staff who picked up redundancy 
pay-outs could now be re-employed 
to support family doctors in new 
clinical commissioning groups. 

Oxfordshire MP Andrew Smith 
said: "This is only the first wave of 
redundancies. More are expected 
later this year and next, as part of the 
Government's reckless NHS 
reorganisation. 

"By pushing ahead with a 


reorganisation no-one wants, they are 
taking billions of pounds away from 
the NHS front-line service. 

"They will never be trusted on the 
NHS again." 

Department of Health spokesman 
Ros Selby: "The short-term costs are 
dwarfed by the £4.5bn we will save 
over the course of this Parliament 
and £1.5bn every year after that." 

The redundancy figures were 


obtained through a Parliamentary 
question by shadow health secretary 
Andy Burnham. 

The party also said PCTs had to put 
aside two per cent of recruitment 
cash for the reorganisation. This 
equates to £35m in Oxfordshire. 

But NHS Oxfordshire, the county's 
PCT, said it had put aside £17.9m. It 
was unable to comment on 
redundancy figures.

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■ Butterfly experts in plea for sightings as warm spring rekindles dying species 


The return of the rare 


By Andrew Ffrench 


RARE butterfly species are 
winging their way back to 
Oxfordshire because of last 
year's warm spring. 

Butterfly experts say the 
conditions last spring were perfect 
for the insects, which emerged 
weeks earlier than normal, as they 
appealed for people in Oxfordshire 
to help monitor species this year. 

Data collected by the UK 
Butterfly Monitoring Scheme 
revealed population rises for a 


number of species that have 
declined in recent years. Scientists 
are hoping there will be similar 
increases this year, following hot 
weather in March. 

Volunteers have been collecting 
data from about 1,000 sites across 
the UK and ecologist Dr Marc 
Botham, from the Oxfordshire- 
based Centre for Ecology and 
Hydrology, said people should look 
out for some scarce species in 
Oxfordshire. 

His love of butterflies started 
when he netted them as a boy. He 
said: "Increasingly warm spring 


weather in recent years has really 
benefited a number of scarce 
species. 

"Volunteers have worked hard to 
improve the condition of current 
habitats by cutting back woodland 
to create open areas where violets 
and other plants can grow. 

"The more information we get 
from the public, the more steps we 
will be able to take to help protect 
rare species. 

"The hot weather in March will 
have helped, but it could be quite 
cold in April and May, so that 
could set the spring butterflies back

a bit." Dr Botham added that 
people can look out for the 
Grizzled Skipper throughout 
Oxfordshire at sites including Aston 
Rowant and Aston Upthorpe 
Downs, and the Dingy Skipper at 
sites including Swyncombe Downs 
in the Chilterns. 

He said: "Both are localised, 
scarce species that have shown 
significant long-term declines - but 
had a superb year in 2011." 

Dr Botham added: "The Silver- 
Spotted Skipper is worth looking 
out for on any chalk grassland with 
short-grazed turf." 

According to Butterfly 
Conservation, which is working 
with the CEH on gathering data for 
the monitoring scheme, the dry 
weather has provided "perfect 
conditions for spring specialists, 
enabling them to benefit from 
extended flight periods". 

Butterfly Conservation head of 
monitoring Dr Tom Bretherton said: 
"The great spring weather provided 
respite for our beleaguered 
butterflies but wide-ranging 
conservation efforts are needed to 
reverse long-term declines."

M ore is less in Avengers 
Assemble, the special 
effects-laden amalgamation 
of four Marvel Comics franchises.

T here is more than a touch 
of theatre when you settle 
into the driver's seat of 
Hyundai's stylish entry to 
the family estate car mar¬ 
ket.
